H erbert Lower Grimm, editor of The G ettysburg Times 
and m anager of the Times and News Publishing company for 
Hi years, died Saturday evening a t 7:40 o’clock in the W arner

FRANKLIN AND 
ADAMS RELIEF 
LISTS PROBED 


Harrisburg, Sept. 25 (AP)—Audi­ 
tor General W arren R. Roberts re­ 
ported today he discontinued state 
paym ents to 17.6 per cent of the re­ 
lief cases in Franklin county, and 
17.1 per cent of those in Adams 
county, as a result of investigations, 
’They did not Include the cases 
dropped on Hie days when Roberts’ 
men went into tile cornute, for their 
inquiry, he said. 
Franklin county’s 369 relief recipi­ 
ents were directed to appear before 
Hie Investigators on August 22, Rob­ 
erts said, when checks for $2,215.30 
were due. 
The Assistance depart­ 
ment notified Roberts that 15 cases 
were being discontinued on th at 
date, and the county executive direc­ 
tor closed out 30 cases, Roberts said.

aware corporation, that had attack ­ 
ed the constitutionality of the law. 
Tile law imposed a tax of five 
mills on the “taxable value” of for­ 
eign corporations doing business in 
Pennsylvania and set up procedure 
to determ ine that value for Penn­ 
sylvania taxing purposes. 
Tile tax was levied on out of state 
corporations by the 1935 legislature, 
which was divided politically. 
If the high court had ruled it un­ 
constitutional, the state would have

Amish School Curriculum 
Opposes “Worldliness 
99 


Lancaster, Pa.. Sept. 25 (AP) — 
In three little red school houses 
maintained by their devout farmer - 
fathers, nearly IOO Lancaster county 
Amish children are buckling down 
these days to studies in which the 
Bible and German language pre­ 
dominate. 
"Safe" from the worldliness of the 
public school after a fight that took 
the Anisil into court for the first 
time in 300 years, these sons and 
daughters of the "plain people” are 
getting an education in much the 
manner of their forefathers. 
With permission of state educa­ 
tion authorities, the bearded, pic­ 
turesque Amish built two of the 
schools and purchased file other 
when they last a two-year fight 
against erection of a consolidated 
school at Smoketown to replace IO 
one-room buildings. 
The Amish, among other things, 
protested the consolidated school 
would subject 
their 
children 
to 
"worldly" ideas and might lure them 
from the fertile farms their fathers 
have tilled for years. 
In their own schools they must use 
the course of study prescribed by 
the state Department of Public In­ 
struction but in addition they em­ 
phasize studies of the Bible and the 
German language, which is spoken 
in Amish homes. 
"We list' bible readers in our 
schools because they are especially 
adapted for school work and sup­ 
plement the regular reading,” said 
Noah Zook, secretary of a board that 
operates two of tile schools. "Al of 
the songs used in school are religious 
iii nature." 
Zook said German was taught in 
the schools because "the children 
take more interest in it when they 
study as a group than when we try 
to teach them at home." Otherwise,
